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During   the   reign    of  Emperor  Frederick   III   from    1440    to   1493 

and  of  Emperor  Maximilian    I   from    1493    to    1519   a  period  had 

arrived  for  German   Jews   in    which    they  could  recover  from    the 

many  expulsions   and  persecutions   which    they  were   subjected 

to  during   the   whole  Middle  Ages, 

Only  in  a   few  larger  cities   on    the  Rhine   could  Jews   live   in 

significant  numbers,    and  only  a   few  families   among   them 

managed   to  make  a   name   for   themselves. 

In   Worms,    the   large   Jewish    community,    in    the 


middle  of  the  fifteenth   century^    there   was   one   family  who 
already  distinguished   Itself  by  carrying   the   last   name 

Ballln 

In   addition    to    the   otherwise   customary  Hebrew  names   only. 
Such   a    surname   In   a    way  represents  proof  of  an    Important 
past    throughout   decades.    As    the   old  manuscripts   say,    from 
this   family:

of  the  family  Ball  in    remained  in   Worms ,    they  are 
called  highly  respected,    their  fame  was   their   talent   in    the 
design   of  drawings  and   their  realization   in  noble  metals. 
Their  repousse  works   of  silversmiths   were  so  famous    that 
Pope   Julius     III,    through   his   favorite  AmatUS 

LusianUS,    purchased  from   the  family  Ball  in    two 
silver  tablets. 


representing   the  peace   offering  and   the   offering  of 
atonement.    The  members   of  the   family  collaborated,    they 
always  endeavored   to  point   out    to   their  fellow  believers 
that    they  should  gain   a  position   in    the   world  not    through 
trade  but    through   art   and  crafts,    that   it   is   art    that 
creates  values  out   of  worthless  matters.    This   thinking  of 
the  Ball  in     family  in   Worms   runs   like  a    thread   through 
all   its  history.    Its   reputation   was   so  high    that   the  art 
business   in   fact    throve   in    WorUlS ,     Spoler  and    Malnz 
among   the  Jews.

Particularly   the    two   sons   of  Rabbi    Elljahu     Ballln: 

Michael     and   JitZChok^    worked  with    this  purpose,    the 
latter  having  been   an   exceptionally  good  silversmith,    born 

in  1530,  died  in  1595  in  Frankfurt   a.    M. 

Around   1530    the   conditions   of   the  Jews   of  Worms  became 
insufferable,    during   the   expulsions    two  members   of  the 
Ballin   family  were   killed,    some   fled   to   Frankfurt, 
others   scattered  to  Antwerp,     PariS ,     London,     etc. 

One  of  Jitzchok^ s   sons  was  Plnchas    Pierre 

Ballln,    he   was  born   in    1575  and  died  in   Paris   in 
1650 f    he  was   called   "a   rich 
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goldsmith.  ''  One  of  his  sons^    Elld.S  f    was   a   copperplate 

engraver.    He  is  known   for  his  participation   in    the   copper 
engravings  based  on    the  paintings   of  the  marquis 

VincenZO     GiuStinianU.      His   engravings   in    the 

''Gallerla   Giustiniani''  published  in  Rome  in 

1631    are  signed  E.      ds    Ballin.

Pinchas   Pierre's  son  Claude  Ballin^    who 

born   in    1615    in    Parls    and  died   there   on    January 

22 f     1678 f    studied  under  his  father.    Claude 

Ballin'  S  silver  objects  were  famous,  he  raised  his  art 
to  a  high  degree  of  perfection  and  left  it  to  his  children. 
He  produced  works  of  great  beauty  for  King  LoUlS    XIV ^ 


for  Richelieu  and  Colbert. 

For  some   churches,    too,    he  delivered  objects   of  exquisite 
taste.    Four  silver  bowls    on   which,    at    the  age   of  19  years, 
he  represented   the   four  ages   of  the   universe   in   repousse 
work,    were  purchased  by  Cardinal    RichelieU.    Among    the 
later  objects   of   this  kind   the   silver  reliefs   with    the 
representation   of  Pharaoh's  dreams   were  praised 
particularly. 

Of  his  numerous  works  for  Louis  XIV  only  twelve  bronze 
vases  are  preserved  in  the  gardens  of  Versailles  the 
remaining  silver  vessels,    silver   tables,    chandeliers. 
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Pedestal     Tables,     etc.     were  melted  down  and 
converted  to   coin   for   the   war   chest   in    1690    and  during 
the  years   that   followed.    The  same  happened   to   the   works 
during  the  seven-years   war:    6  candelabra   and  a   silver  cross 
that  he  had  provided  for  the  main  altar  of  Notre    Dame 

in  Paris. 

Drawings,    which   still   exist,    were  commissioned  of  the  works 
for  Louis    XIV  by  the  goldsmith   de    Launay .     In    the 
judgment  of  his  contemporaries   Claude    Ball  in   raised 

the  art  of  the  goldsmiths   to  a  not  yet  reached  level   of 
perfection. 
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Above  all,    one  praises   in   his   ornaments    the    tasteful    use   of 
antique  shapes    together   with    the   wealth   of  independent 
artistic   invention.    Louls     XIV  appointed   Claude 

Ballin   in    1672    director  of  the  mint   for   the  field  of 
engraving.    As   such   he  had  an   apartment   in    the   great   gallery 
of  the  Louvre f     which   after  his  death   remained  for  his 
family  for  a    long   time.    His  portrait   has  been   engraved  by 

Jacques   Lubin. 

His    two  brothers,    Paul     and  Mlchael     worked  with   him   in 
the  same  shop,    Mlchael    was  mainly 
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painter  and  draftsman.

A  son  of  this  Michael  Ballin,  Claude   Balll 

was  born   in    1661     and  died  in    Par  IS     in    1754.      His 
talent   and  fame  did  not   equal    those   of  his   uncle,    the   elder 
Claude    Ballln,    but  he  belonged   to   the  most   respected 
goldsmiths   of  his   time.    Among  his  numerous   works   destined 
for  ecclesiastical  purposes,    especially  praised  is   a    large 
monstrance,    richly  adorned  with   figures,    that   he   executed  in 
1708   for   the   cathedral    Notre    DaiUe    in    PariS,    In

Antwerp f    a    considerable  number  gathered  in   HSSSG 

KaSSel.     one  cannot   compile  a   continuous   line   from   the 
names   that 
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exist   on    tombstones^    covers  of  scrolls   of  the  law  and  in 
archives,    A  few  more  extensive  documents  about    the  family 

Bsllin     are   located  in    the   royal   state  archive   in 

Md^rburg f     from   which   two  reports   to   the  ruler  of  the 

country  shall  be  described  here. 

It   can  be  seen   in    the  regulations   of  the  electoral  state  of 

Hesse   that   it   was  difficulty    almost   impossible,    to  obtain 

protection   for  surviving  sons   of  Jews.    In    the   case  of 

BdlljLn    there  are  still    three  other  sons,    evidence  of  how 

respected   the  family  was;   it   enjoyed  the  privilege  from   the 
ruler  and  from    the  government    to  be  Court   Jews  of 
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Kassel.    The  comments  about   the  dowry  and  the  matter  of 
assets  must  be   considered  in   accordance   with    the   conditions 
of  the   times.

it   was  because   it   remained   true   to    the   old  family  principl 

of  being  engaged  with   art   objects.    As   Jews  by  rights    they 

could  be  only  money  changers   and  pawnbrokers   and   trade 
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In   old  clothing^    any  craft   and  other  occupations   were 
strictly  forbidden    to    them.    But    the  artfully  hammered  small 
piece   of  metal    that    the  BalllnS     carried  in    their  duffel 
bag  always  brought    them  new  friends  and  protection. 
Nevertheless   often   one   count  annulled  the  protection 
document    that  his  predecessor  had  granted;   one   was  a   friend 
of  art   objects  and  antiques^    the  other  was   indifferent   to 
them.    From   time   to   time   the  Jews'   homes   were  robbed  of   their 
possessions  for   the  most   frivolous   reasons,    and  in    the 
decade  of  the  sixties   of  the  eighteenth   century  the 
conditions  of  the  Jews 
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in  HeSSe-KaSSel     had  become 


so   insecure    that   some 


members   of  the  family  saw   themselves   forced   to   leave    their 
home    town    to   save   their  lives.    In    the   rest   of  Germany  a 
Jew's   normal    life   was   also  not  possible,    but   in   addition    to 
their  faith   in   God   the   work   with    their  art    comforted   them   in 
their  desperate   situation. 

They  appealed   to    the  King  of  Denmark,    who  already  in    the 
past   often   had  commissioned  art   objects   from    them,    as  also 
from    their  ancestor   ClaudS    Ballln.      For  example. 
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mention   is  made  of  the  figures   of  the   cardinal   virtues^    and 
the  rulers  knew  very  well^    that  an  art   object   that  had  been 

made  by  a   Bdllin     was  a   work  of  original   invention 

ideally  executed.    A  Jew,    of  course,    was  not   allowed  to  have 
apprentices,    he  himself  could  not  be  accepted  in  a   guild,    he 
could  not  even  employ  a   Christian  servant, 

Fl^edSTlCk     V    gladly  granted  them  acceptance  and 

encouraged  them   to  settle  in  Denmark  in   greater  numbers.

This  sentiment   is   found  in   always   varying  expressions   of 
intimacy  in   the  records  of  the  birth   of  his   eleven   children. 

JOBI     B^llin  never  forgot    the   tradition   of  his   fathers^ 
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with   admiration  he   looked  back  on    the  long  line  of  his  noble 
ancestors.    He   was   one  of  the  founders  of  the  Jewish 

congregation  of  HOJCSSTIS f     contributing  significant   sums 

for  its  house   of  prayer  and  its   cemetery.    He  arranged  for 
teachers  in  Jewish  and  general   subjects^   no  stranger  came   to 

HorSSnS   who  was  not   received  kindly  by  him   like  an 

equal.    Highly  honored  by  all    the  inhabitants   of  his   town  he 

passed  away  on  NOVeiuber    I,     1817 ^     his  wife  followed 

him  on  the  24^^    of  April  ^    1824.
